Subject 1 demonstrates disjunctive thinking, (Attribute Reduction; as non-integrative, dissociative, 
Behavior Under Trance,) while Subject 2 demonstrates the Demand Characteristic, role of a 
Negative Participant.’ Both are exhibiting signs of behavior in an Experimental Situation as a 
demonstration of Stressful Dyad. 


Both appear to be motivated by a strong need for Affiliation. S* experiences what Branscombe 
would call Categorization Threat,” whereas S' likely experiences Distinctiveness Threat,’ when his 
racial superiority beliefs are threatened. 


Apperceptive Reactions of both can reveal useful information about the true personality & 
characteristics of each,’ including self-esteem, etc. 


Eg. S' may be interpreted to have low self-esteem, low intellect, high-stress drive, and past 
history of parental maltreatment; whereas S* may be interpreted, in-spite of his comments, 
to be sympathetic to the topic of question. 


(Notably, the work of R.A. Hudson (1999) [Federal Research Division,] and J. R. Meloy do 
not refer to either, [Bruner or Branscombe,] demonstrating a credibility gap in their 
methodology.)

These techniques are in common use by NATO countries, such as eg. by the Canadian Border 
Services Agency, during their ‘Front End Security Screening’ procedures; in addition to Concealed 
Information & Guilty Knowledge Tests. 


Agents employing these procedures however are not forensically trained personnel, but appear to be 
selected for their aggressive, and anti-social personality habits; (making such interrogations 
‘experimental situations,’) of the type seen in the film. Interviews are discretely recorded, and later 
analyzed by other personnel. Information entered into NCIC databases regarding these 
interrogations is often fraudulent, and used toward Stress Adaptation research, as a component of 
Enhanced Interrogation [Clean Torture, ] techniques. 


False-positives elicited by these techniques may also be used to establish probable cause, 
generate false confessions, or entrap political dissidents; as an ambit of Psychological / 
Political Warfare. 


Motivation of interrogators appears to be based on information contained in NCIC databases, as an 
aspect of antisocial behavior under trance, (or Ideologically Motivated Behavior.) 


It may be noted that repeated, or cumulative traumas induced by such procedures can lead to ego- 
fragmentation disorders; and were the cause of Ted Kaczynski’s behavior, after his experiences as a 
subject of experiments with H.A. Murray, (of Cambridge University; student of F. Bartlett.) In 
certain cases it may also lead to death.”

The methodology of T.A.M. is fundamentally unsound, in that:

(b) Meloy does not acknowledge equipotentiality, (Morris I. Stein) 
(c) It is employed interventionist causality 


TAM procedures, in addition to APA Diagnostic & Statistic guidelines qualify as Dyadic 
Apperceptive Disputations; (and are not objective, forensic assessments, but behavior under trance.) 


These practices are also not in accordance with United Nations guidelines for assessing 
injuries related to Torture, such as the Istanbul Protocol.

asylum, or seeking foreign residency, in other NATO member countries, (or elsewhere.)
